HE problems of packing, packaging, 

shipping and handling all rolled into 
one represent one of the areas in which 
most progress has been made in cut- 
ting costs and consequently reducing 
the price of goods to the ultimate con- 
sumer in recent years. All of these 
operations come under the heading of 
“servicing” the product; that is, they 
are those costs which occur between the 
time the product has come off the final 
assembly line, ready for use, at the fac- 
tory, and the time of its arrival un- 
packed and ready for use by the con- 
sumer 

During the early decades of the twen- 
tieth century mass production techniques 
made possible the manufacture of mil- 
lions upon millions of products at low 
cost to the consumer; but the matter 
of “servicing” continued to remain very 
largely a hand labor proposition, indi- 
vidually solved by individual companies, 
and often more expensive than the cost 
of the product itself 

It has been little more than a decade 
since serious consideration was given to 
the problems of packing, packaging, 
handling and shipping, and only since 
World War II have great strides been 
made in solving these problems. Today 
all large companies and most medium 
and small companies are conscious of 
packing and handling costs and making 
a major effort to reduce them 

Mute evidence of the growth of in- 
terest in this field is seen in the growth 
of the annual American Management 
Association Packaging Exposition. Al- 
though this exposition has been held

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Industrial TM Views The 
TRANSPORTATION PICTURE 


By JAS. W. HARLEY 
Director of Tratfic 
United States Rubber Company 
New York, N. Y. 


Mr. Harley. who has had long 
as Director of Traffic 

for U. S. Rubber Company, spoke 
before the Pacific Coast Transpor- 
tation Advisory Board in Los An- 
geles this March. He has here 
P the dustrial traffic 
manager's view on solving three 
current important problems relat- 
ing to transportation: how much 
government regulation shall there 
be, how shall competing forms of 
transportation reconcile their dif- 
ferences, what the traffic manager 
must do to help the carrier do a 
better and less expensive job. 


Jas. W. Harley 
T APPEARS TO ME to be highly essential that the 


modern industrial traffic manager assumes a very 
broad perspective of the entire transportation picture. 
No one will deny that we need all modes of transporta- 
tion for each one is useful in its particular sphere. No 
one will deny the necessity and the importance of a 
sound rail transportation system operating efficiently 
and on a firm economic basis. We who are interested 
in transportation are at all times fearful of allowing 
our rail transportation system to be nationalized. I 
know, and you know, that should this ever come about, 
all other modes of transportation would, naturally, 
follow, and our opportunities and initiative for enter- 
prise will cease, not to mention the losses to the secur- 
ity and bond holders of these carriers. We know from

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experience of the changed relationship that immediately 
comes about by reason of government control of the 
railroads, and our experience tells us that this must 
not happen. 


Regulation, and more regulation, seems to be the 
theme today and we must fight to avoid this catas- 
trophe, and, speaking of government control, may I 
interpose here that the rubber industry, the industry 
which I represent, is knee-deep in controls, despite the 
fact that our nation has more rubber available than it 
knows what to do with. So you can see that we have 
a very common interest in avoidance of any further 
government control of industry, as well as transporta- 
tion. 

Going back to World War II, you will all agree with 
me that our railroads did a remarkable job of handling 
war-time freight, and particularly our transcontinental 
lines which were called upon to perform far beyond 
our conception of former possibilities. In this connec- 
tion, I believe that the work of the advisory boards, 
not only during this period but down through the 
years, has been a marvelous contribution in indicating 
the value of shipper and carrier cooperation, for with- 
out these boards and their work in conferring with 
carrier representatives on questions of service, car 
supply, necessary equipment, freight claim prevention, 
LCL shipments, legislative matters and commodity

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N ALL-TIME attendance record of 21,856 was set 
A. the 21st American Management Association 
Packaging Exposition, held in Atlantic City in April. 
This attendance was about 2,000 over the previous 
record set in Chicago in 1950, and fully 5,000 higher 
than that for Atlantic City in 1951.

Easing of Materials Controls, Brighter 
Supply Picture Noted By Fleischmann 

\ continuing trend toward relaxation of materials 
controls and a brighter outlook for the supply of ma- 
terials used in most phases of packaging, were the 
highlights of an address by Manly Fleischmann, ad 
ministrator of the Defense Production Administration. 

He cited the relaxation or removal of controls during 
recent months, on rubber, chrome stainless steel, lead, 
plastics, nylon, hides and skins, noting that since last 
October, seven new controls have been added, while 
eleven orders have been relaxed and eleven others

revoked. In areas most immediately concerned with 
packaging, he mentioned the revokation of glass order 
M-51 and strapping order M-59 and said that the DPA 
is currently studying the possibility of revoking or re- 
laxing other | l-orders controlling certain uses of steel 
and aluminum. 


Fleischmann warned industry, however, that “while 
we have had some very welcome relief in the materials 
situation, we should not assume that we are about to 
be deluged with materials.” This is just not in the 


cards, he noted, pointing out that “we must still travel 


»

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long road before we reach the desirable stage of 
rapid decontrol.” 

In the third quarter, Fleischmann stated, direct de- 
fense needs will take 18 per cent of all our carbon 
steel, 35 per cent of our alloy steel, 19 per cent of 
our copper foundry products, 27 per cent of copper 
Wire mill products, 46 per cent of our copper brass mill 
products and 43 per cent of our aluminum. 

He made a special plea to industry to resist the 
temptation to throw off prematurely the restraints 
which we have imposed upon ourselves to assure the 
strengthening our our defenses and the preservation 


of peace, just as we have exercised restraint by not 


pressing the mobilization build-up in uneconomic and 
dangerous haste. 

Referring to the situation on materials used in pack- 
aging, Fleischmann said that there is not much of a 
problem with the supply of glass, wood, cloth or paper 
and that the shortage of paper for multiwall bags is 
disappearing. In the field of plastics, he reported, 
there seems to be little difficulty except in those mt- 
terials using polyethelene, and the supply of that chem- 
ical is rapidly increasing. ‘We have been able, as you 
know, to permit increasingly freer production of col- 
lapsible tubes, the main restriction being in tin.” 

He said that, while a/uminum foil presents a prob- 
lem, mainly because of the high-grade metal required 
in its manufacture, the DPA has raised the level of the 
consumer-type foil to 30 per cent of base period in the 
second quarter, and hopes to be able to provide further 
relief in subsequent quarters. 

As one means of easing materials shortages, Fleisch- 
mann revealed, ““we are now alloting small amounts of 
metals and materials for experimental, training and 
developmental activities leading to greater substitution 
of the more available materials for the less available 
materials throughout the nation’s industry. Although 
it will be necessary to take these small allotments away 
from present users, the ultimate effect will be to 
shorten the period of stringency. 


Package Design Changes and Standardizing 
Cut Costs At Black & Decker—Apsey 

The adoption of a completely new packaging pro- 
gram for a line of some 1,500 different accessory items, 
was described by J. Ff. Apsey, Jr., advertising manager 
of the Black & Decker Manufacturing Co. The pro- 
gram was instigated to cut down heavy losses due to 
failure of packages to protect contents from damage 
in transit and handling ; packages which permitted loss 
and shortages, encouraged pilferage, required the ex- 
pense of frequent repackaging, and incurred costly 
adjustments and claims. 

Recognition of these deficiencies," Apsey noted, 
prompted management to appoint a packaging com- 
mittee charged with responsibility for correcting them 
and developing a package which would achieve these 
major objectives :

Proper Packaging Closely Allied 
With Materials Handling—Black 

Although the art of proper packaging is entirely dis- 
tinct from materials handling, it has, nevertheless, in 
recent years become closely allied with it due to the 
rapid advancement of handling methods, said David 
T. Stewart, speaking for Harland R. Black, materials 
handling division, traffic department, National Biscuit 
Co., New York. 

In this connection, he cited the widespread adpotion 
in recent years of the unit load principle of handling 
materials, where the pallet is used as a carrying medium 
enabling a number of small bundles to be picked up 
and transported in one operation with materials 
handling equipment. 

When materials are palletized or placed on skids for 
shipment by the manufacturer, he added, it is logical 
to assume that the commodity must be secured to the 
pallet or skid with steel strapping, or by other means, 
in order to ensure safe arrival at destination. When a 
pallet is used for this purpose, he pointed out, such a

How To Seal 


With Pressure-Sensitive Adhesive 


This high tensile strength tape introduced about 
three years ago to the packaging field derives its 
strength from thousands of continuous cable-like fila- 
ments of rayon or glass, which run lengthwise with the 
tape. 

Altogether about 100 such cables are used per inch 
of tape width. They are permanently inbedded in the 
elastic, shock-proof, pressure-sensitive adhesive on the 
face of the tape reinforcing it “like steel cables 
support suspension bridges.” 

Since their introduction they have been used for an 
almost amazing variety of jobs in domestic and export 
corrugated container packaging. 

Consolidated freight regulations covering the use of 

filament tapes require that they have a tensile strength 
of not less than 160 pounds per inch of tape width, 
and 12% stretch. 
This combination of tensile and stretch 
provides the impact resistance (ability to 
resist repeated abuse and yet maintain its 
original properties) so necessary to a 
closing and reinforcing tape of this 
nature. 

(In packaging, impact resistance is 
more important than tensile strength 
alone. The combination of both tensile 
and stretch provides the tape with its 
necessary impact absorbing properties. ) 


Laboratory tests provide dramatic supporting evid- 


ence of this contention. Recent tests made by a leading 


filament tape manufacturer in a standard seven-foot 


drum tumble tester, for example, showed that a cor- 


rugated container — closed with strips of filament 


Photos at Left: 1.

tape, and loaded with a flexible 70 pound load — could 
be tumbled 250 times before the container fell apart . . . 
eight times the abuse a container would receive in a 
normal domestic shipment. 


Closures For Telescope Containers 
The freight regulations also recognize that Rule 41 
telescope containers may be closed with short strips 
of filament tape, providing that the strips extend five 
inches in each direction from the seam. However, all 
other carriers — 
carriers - 


including railway express and export 
allow the shipper to determine for himself 
the best manner in which filament tape may be used 
on his containers. 

At the J. W. Haseltine & Co., Portland, Oregon, for 
example, a switch from previous container-strapping 
materials to ¥2-inch width rayon filament tape resulted 
in a cash saving of 26%, and cut the banding time 
by 66%. 

The savings — based on a labor cost of $.0252 per 
minute — were recorded by the firm’s methods engi- 
neer. Using equal eight foot lengths of tape and metal 
strapping on identical corrugated containers, he found 
that it required 1% minutes to band the container with 
¥4-inch width strapping. Material cost was $.05086; 
for a total labor-and-material cost of $.08866 per car- 
ton. 

When he used %-inch width rayon filament tape. he 
found that application time was cut to 4 minute per 
carton. Material cost was $.05296; for a total labor- 
and-material cost of $.06556 per carton.

In addition, he found that by using short strips of 
the tape, instead of complete bands, a further 15% 
reduttion in tape consumption was possible. 

Special study of the firm’s sealing problem revealed 

1. Regular slotted containers could be sealed by 
running two strips of tape across the carton’s 
top and bottom surfaces and tabbing them 
three inches down on the sides. 

2. Telescope. type boxes, made of corrugated 
board, could be closed with four 10-inch strips. 
Each strip running five inches up the sides, and 
lve inches across the bottom of the box. 

3. Full flap slotted containers could be closed with 
six 10-inch strips over the top and bottom edges. 

4. Overlap flap slotted containers could be sealed 
with four 10-inch strips, plus two strips extend- 
ing over and perpendicular to the outer flaps 
running four inches down the box’s sides. 

The increasing use of filament tape in'te corrugated 
container field has required many revisions of the con- 
solidated freight regulations. As a result, the classi- 
fication committee has issued a new regulation under 


Rule 5, Section 3-e stating that whereever metal strap, 
rope, or wire are required in package descriptions, the 
use of a filament tape having 160 pounds minimum 
tensile strength and 12 stretch is now authorized. 


This new regulation has made possible a rapid ex- 
pansion into the 1,000-odd specific package descriptions 
in the freight classification regulations. In addition,

ANSPORTATION INSURANCE can never be re 

garded too lightly by any traffic or shipping de 
partment. The problem, similar to that of an individual 
in his own circumstances, is to prov ide adequate cover 
aye risks yet keep the cost within reasonable economical 
limits 

The disasters of the last few years, the floods, hur- 
ricanes, crippling snow storms and just recently the 
Arkansas tornado, point out emphatically the need for 
coverage above that provided by the carrier under the 
liability terms of the standard bill of lading. Far too 
few shippers realize that the carriers’ lability is any- 
thing but comprehensive particularly in truck and rail 
shipments where liability excludes acts of God and the 
perils of nature. In these days of industrial turmoil 
it would also be well to note that the carrier is not 
liable for nazards of strikes, riots and civil strife. 
Iiy these exclusions then, it is obvious that the shipper 
is far from protected when the carrier signs the bill 
of lading 

Anyone who saw pictures of last year’s Kansas 
City flood can well imagine the losses suffered by 
shippers without additional transportation coverage. 
Mile after mile of freight cars were completely 
covered by water for days, in most cases rendering 
the contents a complete loss. This was a flood, an 
act of God. According to the terms of the bill of 
laling the carriers were absolved from any liability 
for this damage. Unless the shippers had taken out 
additional insurance to cover such constingencies, 
their loss was complete. One shipper alone had 
thirty carloads of merchandise completely inundated 
in this catastrophic flood. Fortunately he was in- 
sured for just such an occurrence but imagine the 
loss he would have suffered had he been covered 
only by the terms of the bill of lading. 

The question then ts, should the Traific Manager 
gamble that his shipment will not be endangered by 
any of these elements or should he cover completely? 
\gain, it is strictly a gamble plus excellent judgment 
on the part of the shipper. During the summer months 
when there ts less chance of damage due to acts of 
God, the shipper might well insure only under terms 
of the Bill of Lading. However, during spring and 
winter the TM must be careful to analyze his destina- 
tion points and the weather conditions to determine if 


additional coverage is necessary. By careful considera-

tion the TM may save his concern considerable ex- 
pense by either eliminating extra coverages or by add- 
ing it, whichever the case may be.

\s we have stated in a previous column, parcel post 
insurance is an individual problem depending upon 
volume. Our experience has shown that it is cheaper 
to self insure on shipments valued under $100.00 pro- 
viding our volume of such shipments runs high. 

It would also be advisable to keep in mind the fact 
that liability of a carrier can revert to that of a ware-

HE NATIONAL DEFENSE PROGRAM with its 

inevitable shortages of raw materials and man- 
power is bringing into sharper focus than since the 
days during and immediately following World War 
I] the vital importance of preventing waste of materials 
and of labor man-time 

In such times as these, according to L. S. Beale, 
secretary of the Wirebound Box Manufacturers As 
sociation, it is especially important that protective pack 
ing-for-shipping methods fully prevent waste of strate- 
gic materials by preventing shipping damage resulting 
from container failure. 

“Restrictions imposed upon the use of materials 
essential to production of both national defense and 
civilian goods means that the decreased supply of non- 
defense products must be given thorough protection 
against loss from shipping damage due to container 
failure,” Beale said. 

He added : 

“The labor shortage, which characterized the days 
of World War IL and those immediately thereafter, 
also is likely to recur as defense production gets into 
full swing. Thus, conservation of labor man-time again 
assumes A-1 importance as a management ‘must’.’ 

Beale pointed out that the wirebound type of ship 
ping container emerged from World War IL with an 
enviable record for the high degree of protection it 
afforded products during shipment under the most 
arduous conditions

INTERCITY TRUCK TONNAGE SHOWS 
7% INCREASE OVER YEAR AGO 

Interctty tonnage transported by motor 
carriers in 1951 was seven percent above 
that transported in the year 1950, ac- 
cording to a report by the Research 
Department of the American Trucking 
Associations, Inc. 

This was substantially below the rate 
of gain the previous year when 1950 
tonnage exceeded 1949 by 28 per cent, 
but was above the four percent gain in 
1949 over 1948. Based on reports to 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
from 1314 Class I intercity carriers of 
all types, which transported 176,747,796 
tons of intercity freight in 1951, as com- 
pared with 164,809,567 tons in 1950, the 
ATA _ Truckloading Index, with 1941 
as 100, reached a new high of 244. The 
previous high of 228 was established in 
1950.

successively for 22 years, it is only in 
the last three or four years that it has 
become one of the giant industrial ex- 
positions. As recently as 1949 attend- 
ance at the show in Atlantic City was 
as little as 8,000, and this figure was 
thought to be unusually large for a 
packaging function, far exceeding the 
combined attendance at the first two or 
three expositions. Consider, then, the 
record attendance of 22,000 for the 22nd 
AMA Exposition in April of this year. 
In three years’ time attendance had al- 
most tripled. Combining the Chicago 
figures of 1950, and the 1951 Atlantic 
City figures with this year’s total, we 
arrive at the combined attendance of 
57,000 for the past three years, probably 
more than attended in the previous 19 
years 

The annual Convention and Exposi- 
tion of the Society of Industrial Packag- 
ing and Materials Handling Engineers 
has also shown rapid growth from 
rather small origins to the scale of a 
giant show in recent years. 

Of late the packaging engineer is com- 
ing into his own, as witnessed by the 
increasing number of such titles and 
others relevant to packaging in every 
company, large and small. With the 
acceptance of the functions of the pack- 
aging engineer everywhere has come a 
great growth in package engineering 
societies 

Every month brings the announcement 
of the formation of new local chapters

Senator Johnson emphasized that 
“all forms transportation are necessary to the eco- 
nomic welfare of the country and that this scrapping 
among the different systems of transportation is not 
constructive.” These are his words and not mine, and 
he concluded his talk with a statement that “the rail- 
roads are the backbone of transportation and we all 
have an interest in the success of the country’s rail- 
roads. If the railroads fail or fold up, the govern- 
ment would operate them. That’s fundamental.” 

From the above, you can readily realize that there 
is great interest in protecting and fostering our trans- 
portation systems in order that we may continue our 
mutual self-interest and their success. 
Improving Service 

If I may digress for a moment, we spoke of keeping 
our transportation systems on a sound economic basis 
and, in this connection, what better way is there to 
increase revenue and decrease operating costs than by 
improving service. Today, more than ever, due to in- 
flation and the increased amount of cash necessary to 
conduct a business the question of necessary financing 
is important. The railroads, as well as industry, have 
one clear method of increasing the dollar turnover and 
that is by improving service. Increased efficiency in 
the time consumed in the handling of shipments gives 
the railroads increased profits and, naturally, aids the 
shipper in improving his cash position. 


Transloading Empty Cars 

Every railroad facility and every freight car that 
is not moving freight is a liability to the carrier, and 
while I appreciate labor conditions that exist today 
it seems to me that greater vision could be used in 
utilizing the equipment to the highest degree. Empty 
car mileage, | am sure, is receiving considerable at- 
tention by our rail carriers, and rightfully so when you 
consider that according to the Association of American 
Railroads’ figures for 1948 the railroad moved empty 
cars eleven billion miles, or an average of 257 empty 
miles for each car loaded. 

Some of this movement is unavoidable, of course, 
but surely you will agree it is a matter that should 
command attention. Decreasing intransit time on ship- 
ments of both raw materials and finished goods is 
healthy for the shipper and certainly beneficial to the 
railroad. | believe a thorough study should be made 
of all schedules of lapsed time at railroad terminals in 
an endeavor to speed up the delivery of freight. It 
would be to our mutual interest. ' 

Freight traffic is the life blood of our railroads and 
84 cents of every dollar of revenue received is due to 
freight hauling. I believe the railroads should en- 
courage the shipper in consolidating LCL freight into 
carloads. I feel very strongly on this point for it 
has always been my opinion that carload freight is 
the most lucrative for the railroads to handle. While 
! am not disclaiming the value of LCL freight, I still 
feel that carload freight is most desirable and suitable 
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for’ railroad transportation. Your reception to the 
transloading technique has been sound, and I firmly 
believe this has resulted in improving service and giv- 
ing the shipper an opportunity to consolidate more 
freight. I must pay tribute to the carloading companies 
which have done such a marvelous job of consolidating 
LCL freight and giving the shippers better service. 

It would be my suggestion that additional studies be 
made of the opportunities to locate more transloading 
stations in order to reduce the amount of empty car 
mileage that exists today. Every time I see an empty 
train of refrigerator or box cars moving in any di- 
rection, I wonder if proper thought has been given to 
the possibilities of transloading and utilizing these cars 
in a manner that would return some revenue to the 
carrier. I believe the mixture rules should be broad 
enough to take care of industries that want to ship 
in carload lots. I believe the system of simultaneous 
loading of cars should be encouraged so that industry 
can use railroad equipment efficiently. 


Compartmentizing Cars 

The traveling public thoroughly appreciates the many 
modern conveniences and comforts that have been em- 
bodied in our modern passenger streamliners. Some 
weeks ago, in fact it was a cold blustery day late in 
January, a day we easterners humorously describe as 
a mild winter day, I had the opportunity of examining 
a new western pacific freight car that incorporated 
some modern and unique principles of design and con- 
struction. I watched the loading of this car at one of 
our eastern plants with interest because I had been 
informed that this car had just completed its maiden 
trip east. The words “compartmentizer equipped” were 
stenciled on the outside of this car, and I guess these 
two words adequately summarize its uniqueness of 
design. Basically, gentlemen, this car was equipped 
with two adjustable aluminum bulkheads that should, 
from my observations, have a wonderful appeal to all 
shippers of pool or consolidated carloads. Moreover, 
I think the principle of compartments, as developed in 
this particular car, will go a long way towards reducing 
damage to merchandise. This is so important today 
under our present production schedules for, as you 
know, a good clear delivery is vital. To reproduce any 
commodity today is a complete economic loss and no 
claim can possibly cover this loss. This car arrived 
in perfect condition and was enthusiastically acclaimed 
by the receivers of this freight. I should like to see 
more consideration given by the railroads to improve- 
ments in designing freight cars for, after all, very little 
changes have occurred in the freight car since its in- 
ception. 

These are just a few of the things that I feel can 
be brought about by closer shipper and carrier coopera- 
tion.

ment meters practically halved over-all packing costs, 
eliminated shipping damage due to container failure, 
eliminated noise, dust, and confusion that formerly 
resulted from crat-making, and cut container tare 
weight for one sample model from 38 to 24 pounds, 
of 37 percent, and shipping weight by 10 percent. 

Isaacson Iron Works. Inc.. Rockford, Ill, and 
Seattle, Wash. — 41-pound wirebound boxes packed 
with bull-dozer fittings weighing up to 950 pounds 
eliminated pilferage, which formerly was frequent, and 
cut packing costs by at least 50 percent. 

Wellens Manufacturing Co., Los Angeles — \\ ire- 
bound crate for company’s “Pulverator,” electrically 
operated toilet-garbage disposal unit for trailers, cut 
over-all packing costs by 30 percent, tripled packer’s 
daily crating capacity, eliminated former frequent 
breakage of vitreous china fixture, and enhanced public 
relations with customers by delivering goods with no 
hidden shipping damage. 

Holly Manufacturing Co., Pasadena, Calif. — [n- 
creased packing and shipping room capacity from 84 
Hoor and wall heaters crated per day by seven men 
(including crate-making) to 25 per day per man, 
eliminated shipping damage due to container failure, 
eliminated the noise, dust, fire hazard, and waste of 
crate-making, reduced over-all packing costs by 40 
percent. 

Wayne Pump Co., Fort Wayne. Ind. — \\ irebound 
crates for Wayne gasoline pumps brought about re- 
luction of packing man-time from one hour to 15 
minutes, conversion to more profitable use of 20,000 
square feet of space formerly used to make crates, 
reduction of shipping container tare weight, elimination 
of shipping damage resulting from container failure, a 
saving in over-all packing costs of $3.50 per crate. 

The above reports, Beale said, are typical of those 
received from many outstanding packers and shippers 
who have converted to the use of wirebound boxes and 
crates for safe-shipping of their products 

He explained that the scientific engineering of the 
wirebound box or crate results in what 1s tantamount 
to “the building-in” of speed of packing, conservation of 
floor space during storage, an extraordinary high de- 
gree of resilience and shock absorbence, great structural 
strength, and other inherent characteristics of this type 
of shipping container. 

The engineering principle of the wirebound shipping 
container — relatively light wood reinforced with steel 
wires gives equal or greater strength and considerably 
greater resilience and shock absorbence than heavier 
wood not so reinforced naturally results, he said, 
in thorough shipping protection concurrent with re- 
latively light tare weight, plus speed and ease of use, 
relatively low initial contained costs, and unvarying 
dependability.

houseman only if the merchandise does not move 
promptly from the team tracks within the time alloted 
by the Bill of Lading. If a loss occurs in terminals 
or ‘freight cars after such time, the carrier is liable 
enly on the basis of negligence on his part. 

There are many gaps in the movement of materials 
wherein the merchandise might not even be covered by 
Bill of Lading liability. For example, if a shipper were 
loading a car located in a railroad yard and the loading 
took 2 or 3 days, who would be liable if something 
happened to that car before the Bill of Lading had been 
signed and the car completely loaded? Similarly, is 
the merchandise covered while being trucked from 
the plant to the car? These and many other problems 
arise in what often appears to be a simple shipment. 

Nearly all manufacturers or shippers insure their 
merchandise while on location within their plants. 
However, the same disasters which can taken place 
within the plant can also occur while merchandise 
is in transit. Hence the need for good judgment in 
transportation insurance.

offer his suggestion and solutions in terms of his own 
experience, 

An eastern refractory manufacturer, concerned with 
replacing outside-conical-pile and scoop-shovel systems 
With silo-and-conveyor systems—in raw material stor- 
age—determined that the proposed method was not 
economically justified on the basis of savings in his 
size operations Over a reasonably short amortization 
period. Also, a dominant producer of chemicals, faced 
with the high cost of bagging hygroscopic chemicals, 
found a method of handling these chemicals in bulk at a 
cost considerably below the previously established min- 
imum. 

A coal mine operator who also designs coal handling 
installations, challenged the manufacturers, on behalf 
of the coal industry, to develop less expensive conveyor 
installation materials having better engineering proper- 
ties than those now available to operators of small and 
medium size coal mines. He cited some progress of 
British, Swedish and American researches in this di- 
rection, 

The grain handling industry was represented by a 
consultant who posed a problem involving the equip- 
ment necessary to store malt and corn grits in a brew- 
ery now under construction. A detailed solution to his 
problem, utilizing a pneumatic conveyor system, was 
presented for his consideration. ; 

Other problems, posed by representatives of the 
metal-producing, mineral-mining and process industries 
were presented for panel discussion. In every case, the 
representative was able to return to his office with con- 
structive suggestions and a new approach.

By making use of the pallet as a package, Black 
observed, it is possible to mechanize handling opera- 
tions through use of modern materials-handling equip 
ment, such as battery or gasoline-powered fork lift 
trucks, or motorized and hand-operated pallet trucks.

It was evident from a cost analysis, 


would have to be kept at an absolute minimum, if its 
success was to be assured. Also, an important decision 
had to be reached regarding the type of pallet to be 
adopted—whether it would be of an expandable nature, 
or of the returnable type. 

Today, about 70 per cent of the production of this 
plant is being shipped on steel-strapped, single-decked 
wood pallets, Black revealed, the greatest amount of 
which is shipped in railroad cars. As a result of this 
new method, he said, a whole series of bundling opera- 
tions has been discarded for most work, and bundle- 
by-bundle manual handling has largely been eliminated. 


Package Costs Can Be Reduced With 
Improvements In Box Car Design 

“If railroad research on box car design were con- 
sistent with the improvements and progress which in- 
dustry has made in other phases of packaging, | am 
quite certain that the cost of your packages would be 
substantially less,” Leo F, Delventhal, Jr., transporta- 
tion inspector of The Western Pacific Railroad Co., 
San Francisco, told those in attendance. ‘Very little 
has been accomplished,” he noted, “in the way of im- 
provements to the interior of our mobile package. 
During 1951, in excess of 95,000 new freight cars were 
built and very few of these contained much more than 
floors, walls and ceilings.” 

Advancing the theory that the mobile package re- 
quires features to afford more protection to its con- 
tents, Delventhal called attention to Western Pacific’s 
twenty new box cars equipped with “compartment- 
isers.” The compartmentizer car, he said, is equipped 
with two pairs of steel bulkhead gates suspended from 
the ceiling of the car, which can be locked to divide the 
load into three compartments at any desired location 
within the car. 

3y comparison with a commercial package, Delven- 
thal pointed out, the compartmentizer functions similar- 
ly to a divider within a carton, and serving somewhat 
the same purpose, to cushion and restrain the contents 
from damaging impacts. It also affords savings in 
labor and material, he reported, amounting to as much 
as $40 per car. 

The need for improving box cars in other ways than 
just the interior, is also being considered, Delventhal 
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noted, namely, the improvement of riding qualities and 
dissipation of vertical and longitudinal shocks that 
occur during road movement. This involves improve- 
ments in car trucks, incorporating stabilizing spring 
suspension, which has substantially reduced vertical 
he said. 

“In the future,” Delventhal declared, “we hope to 
have test cars in service employing an improved cushion 
underframe. 


oscillations, 


This is the type of package improvement 
that can be made to a box car which tends to eliminate 
the need for equipping all cars with special interior 
fixtures.” 

The speaker called attention to some of the changes 
which have occured during recent vears in carloading 
patterns due primarily to the introduction of new and 
perfected packaging which, to some extent, has elimin- 
ated blocking requirements. Also the application of 
wire and strap to secure carloads has had great influence 
on carloading technique, said. Delventhal 
touched on the principles and applications of the three 
basic types of loads in use today: the rigid type, the 
free-floating type and the controlled floating type, the 
first of which is the most predominant, he noted. 

As a special service to shippers, Delventhal said, 
are starting a program to assist them in engineering 
their material handling equipment requirements. Re- 
search is now in progress to improve the features on 
a lift-truck which will permit cases stored on pallets 
to be loaded into the car directly, mechanically 
charging the pallet and restraining the load in a unit 
without dropping or causing any damage to the pack-

He made some suggestions with regard to develop- 
ing new features in connection with packaging design 
improvements. For example, he said, “we all know that 
the fibreboard container is perhaps the most economical 
package available today, and in this respect I am led 
to believe that the application can go further and the 
package can be designed using fibreboard which will be 
suitable for of substantially greater 
weights, and it may be possible that fluted fibreboard 
can be designed with wire inserted within, which will 
afford sufficient reinforcement necessary to package 
materials which are now shipped in wooden cases.”

satisfactorily held and reinforced the boxes without 
gouging or cutting into the surface during transit. In 
addition, the tests revealed that the normal practice

From the results experienced by the textile pack- 
agers, the use of overlap flap-type containers is branch- 
ing out into other packaging fields with similar satis- 
factory results. 


Full Overlap Flap 


Firms using full overlap flap corrugated containers, 
for example, are finding the short strip method to be 
a time and material saver as compared to the complete 
banding method. This is especially prevalent in the 
shipment of mattresses under package 10-f of the con- 
solidated freight classifications. 

One manufacturer, Slumber Industries, 
ported that thousands of their shipments have been 
made using short strips of filament tape over the ends 
of each container.

“All such shipments arrived in per- 
fect condition,” according to the firm’s Benjamin 
Poliski. 

Use of tape on the shipments made under a special 
permit from the freight classification committee, per- 
mitted a very substantial material and labor saving 
for the company, Poliski explained. 

Another container recently made a part of Rule 41 
as Section 8-k, is the “Belsinger’’-type corrugated con- 
tainer. It was formerly covered by package No. 210 
Section 8-k 
also makes provisions for the use of 10-inch strips of 
pressure-sensitive filament tape. 


in the consolidated freight classifications. 


“Belsinger’-type containers are closed with short 
strips of the tape which extend down the side of the 
container — about five inches of the strip being 
adhered to the top, and five inches to the bottom sec- 
tion. However, in the classification’s package No. 996, 
the tape must also extend over the horizontal score 
lines to provide needed reinforcement for the con- 
tainer.

minimum, waste has been eliminated and actual tape 
savings have been considerable. 

One of the most important features we've found 
about this completely new tape dispenser is that it is 
almost impossible for it to dispense tape which will 
not adhere perfectly to a package. The water supply 
is warmed electrically and stays at a constant tempera- 
ture. The tape passes over the moistening brush at a 
uniform rate, automatically, mechanically ; which soft- 
ens the glue evenly and instantly. The tape then seals 
over the entire area, eliminating future damage to pack- 
age contents due to tape adhesive failure. 

In wrapping and sealing we found that the fast 
sealing of correctly moistened tape from this new dis- 
penser often saves an average of more than 15 seconds 
per unit, time previously required for merely pressing 
the tape to make sure it was sealed. This seemingly 
small saving adds up. For example, in one four-time-a- 
year mailing of advertising material to more than 3500 
dealers, our shipping department would save nearly 
two man-days. At today’s labor rate this comes to 
about $95. per year, which goes most of the way to- 
ward paying for the dispenser itself.

Results over-all have more than justified our original 
investment. At the present time it seems safe to say 
that the electric tape dialing machines will pay for 
themselves in labor and tape saving in less than a year. 
The time saved means better service from our depart- 
ment, and in addition, of course, there is an immeasur- 
able saving due to more substantially wrapped and seal- 
ed packages. Because of this over-all fine performance, 
we recommended that our Purchasing Department 
secure four more electric tape dialing machines. At 
present we have a total of six tape dial taper in opera- 
tion.
